One theory advanced by 
police for the murder was that the 
original associates of Baldwin were 
anxious to get Maginness out of the 
‘way for “attempting to muscle in.” 

Maginness was employed by Bald- 
win in his handbook shop at 611 
Pine street and his wife gave his 
occupation to police as “gambler.” 
Baldwin was convicted and _ sen- 
tenced to five years in the peniten- 
tary for highway robbery in 1926. 
After the Supreme Court twice up- 
held the sentence, Baldwin was 
granted another rehearing and the 
cas¢ Was then remanded for a new 
Circuit Attorney Howard 
Sidener subsequently dropped the 
charges.

Details of the individual income 
tax returns for Su wsouis County 
income received in 
1935, obtained by the Post-Dispatch 
from the State Auditor’s office, dis- 
close that as compared with 1934 
there was a gain of 22.4 per cent 
in the number of persons having 
net taxable incomes of $5000 or 
more, and that the increase of 
those having taxable incomes of 
less than $5000 was only 4.5 per 
cent. 

For 1935, taxable incomes of less 
than’ $5000 were reported by 9143 
individuals and for 1934 the num- 
ber was 8746. In the class report- 
ing $5000 or more there were 1553 
in 1935 and 1268 in 1934. This is a 
total of 10,696 in a population of 
about 210,000. 

As has been told, 10,696 indi- 
viduals reported a total net taxable 
income of $31,807,615 for 1935, 
which was an increase of 17.5 per 
cent over the total of $27,058,560 
for 1934. Details are given in the 
accompanying tables on Page 2 of 
this section. 

The average net taxable income 
in 1935 of all those reporting such 
income was $2973 as compared with 
$2666 in 1934, an increase of 11.5 
per cent. Incomes in the top class 
—$100,000 and over—declined in 
1935, there being only three such 
taxpayers with average net tax- 
able incomes of $117,022 compared 
with six in 1934 with average net 
taxable incomes of $131,983.

income of $69,728 as compared with 
19 in that class the year before 
with average of $65,066. 

Under the State income tax law, 
which was the same for 1935 as for 
1934, “net taxable income” is com- 
puted by subtracting from the in- 
dividual’s gross income all the de- 
ductions and exemptions allowed by 
law. It is not, therefore, a true 
index of gross income, as the de- 

uctions and exemptions vary ae- 
cording to individual circumstances. 

Allowable deductions include 
taxes paid (except State income 
tax), interest on debts and dona- 
tions to churches and charities. 
The personal exemption is $1000 
for a single person and $2000 for 
the head of a family, with addi- 
tional exemption of $200 for each 
dependent child under 18 years 
old. 

The statistics take no account of 
the large number of individuals 
whose incomes are too small to re- 
quire reporting or payment of in- 
come tax. The total number re- 
porting taxable income—10,666—is 
approximately 5 per cent of the 
county’s population of 211,593 (1930 
census). 

Group Under $2000. 

Persons with taxable income of 
less than $2000 constituted 65.8 per 
cent of the total number of tax- 
payers but had only 16.3 per cent 
of the taxable iffcome. The group 
with taxable income of less than 
$5000 made. up 85.5 per cent of the 
total number of taxpayers and re- 
ceived only 37.4 per cent of the re- 
ported income. 

The group with taxable income 
of $5000 or more was 14.5 per cent 
of the total and their income was 
62.6 per cent of all the taxable in- 
come reported. 

The county figures, of course, in- 
clude many persons having busine3s 
or employment in St. Louis but re- 
siding in the county. 


MAN SHOOTS SELF TO DEATH 
AS POLICE KNOCK ON DOOR 


Detectives Sought to Question 
James T. Boyle About Checks 
For $125. 


As two city detectives knocked 


>| on his door to question James T. 


Boyle, former magazine salesman, 


about checks for $125, Boyle shot 


and killed himself shortly before 
noon today in his room at the Wind- 
sor Hotel, 4209 Lindell boulevard. 

Breaking into the room, the offi- 
cers found Boyle dead on the floor, 
with a bullet wound in his right 
ear and a revolver by his side. The 
detectives were accompanied by R. 
A. Wallace, the hotel manager, who 
had had the telephone boy notify 
Boyle he was on the way up, say- 
ing nothing about the police _in- 
quiry. 

Downstairs waiting was William 
L. Adams, manager of the Mary- 
land Hotel, who had complained 
three weeks ago that Boyle cashed 
three checks, for a total of $125, 
when he checked out, after residing 
there five years, and that the bank 
returned the checks marked “No 
such account.” The detectives heard 
today that Boyle, who was unem- 
ployed lately, had been residing at 
the Windsor for a week. 

A typed letter signed by Boyle, 
found in his room, gave instruc-

Promoters Used It in Per- 
sonal Transactions at Ex- 
pense of Trust Funds in 


Their Control. 


JUDGE SUSPECTED 
FRAUD IN ONE CASE 


Exchange of Mortgages 
Questioned by Jurist 
Who Named Receiver for 
Kansas Concern.

KANSAS CITY, Kan., May 29. — 
The history of the insolvent Federal 
Reserve Life Insurance Co, is that 
of just another small insurance com- 
pany used by its promoters and 
managers in personal financial deals 
at the expense of the trust funds 
in their control. 

United States District Judge Pol- 
lock, in appointing a receiver for 
the company a few days ago, direct- 
ed particular attention to several 
transactions with the company’s 


funds, one of which ne said gave 
evidence of being “tinctured” with 
fraud—in other words, that it might 
on investigation found to be just 
across the fine line which many 
promoters try to get as close to as 
possible without stepping over into 
the pathway which leads to the pen- 
itentiary. 
How Stock Was Held. 

The Federal Reserve Life was or- 
ganized 16 years ago by a group of 
Kansas City, Kan., business men 
with a capital of $100,000, but within 
a few years it passed into the hands 
of promoters and in two steps the 
capital was increased to $300,000, di- 
vided into 30,000 shares. 

Through a system by which each 
person who obtained a life insurance 
policy was permitted to subscribe 
for one share of stock. for. each 
$1000 of insurance, a minority of 
the stock was widely distributed, 
while the majority remained under 
the control of the various promoters 
who from time to time came into 
the management of the company. 
Stock sold to policyholders was for 
the most part sold on time pay- 
ments and pending completion of 
the payments control remained in 
a “trustee” who voted the stock and 
received the dividends from it. 

Through direct sales of insurance 
and through reinsurance of another 
company, the Federal Reserve Life 
at one time had $70,000,000 of in- 
surance in force, but this had 
dwindled to about $33,000,000 when 
the receiver was appointed a few 
days ago. 

At various times the company 
was under control of Massey Wil- 
son, former head of the old Inter- 
national Life in St. Louis and a 
promoter who has manipulated 
many insurance deals. Wilson was 
in control of the company when 
the receiver was appointed. 

Wilson-Bushman Deal. 

One of the deals mentioned by 
Judge Pollock in his opinion, but 
not the one in 
suggestion of fraud, involved Wil- 
son, who was in charge of the com- 
pany from February, 1928, until 
Dec. 2. 1929. 

Judge Pollock said that on July 
7, 1928, Wilson as managing direc- 
tor of the Federal Reserve Life, 
caused it to lend to Franklin E. 
Bushman, a Detroit financier, 
broker and promoter, $400,000, tak- 
ing mortgages on Michigan real es- 
tate as collateral. After using $25,- 
000 of the amount to pay taxes and 
encumbrances on the property cov- 
ered by the mortgages, Bushman re- 
turned the remaining $375,000 to 
Wilson as a loan to purchase con- 
trol of the Farmers’ National Life 
Insurance Co. of Indiana, which 
was on the verge of insolvency. 
These two deals were consummated 
on the same day. 

Also on the same day the Fed- 
eral Reserve Life, under Wilson’s 
control, entered into a contract with 
Bushman by which he was to sell 
$1,750,000 of mortgages to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Life, and six months 
later this agreement was extended 
to make the amount of mortgages 
to be acquired from Bushman $2,- 
750,000. 

Lent Company’s Money to Self. 

By these three transactions, which 
in effect were one, Wilson lent $400,- 
000 of his company’s money to him- 
self through Bushman. Wilson ac- 
quired the Farmer’s National, of 
doubtful value. Bushman get rid of 
a lot of real estate mortgages at 
a price which Judge Pollock said 
the evidence showed was “largely 
in exces, of the true value of the 
real estate.” 

Through the mortgage sale con- 
tract entered into at that'time, $1,- 
764,950 of mortgages at face value 
passed from Bushman to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Life. Of the principal

DETROIT, Mick., May 29.— 
What is the Black Legion, whose 
leaders claim for it a membership 
of 3,000,000 to 6,000,000, and which 
does seem to number some hundreds 
of thousands? What was the or- 
ganizing force behind it? Whence 
came the impulse to join it? What 


was its scope and how did it oper- 
ate? 

These questions, propounded to 
law-enforcement officers and oth- 
ers who have been investigating the 
organization since 13 of its mem- 
bers were charged with the brutal 
murder of Charles A. Poole, elic- 
ited a succession of answers which 
are impressive because they agree 
so closely and because they com- 
mend themselves so readily to or- 
dinary judgment and experience. 
These investigators point to the fol- 
lowing significant facts: 

1, The Legion apparently orig- 
inated as an insurgent offshoot 
of the Ku Klux Klan. 

2. “Tearly every Legion member 
questioned has been identified as 
a former klansman and many 
have been traced back to the 
more lawless and violent elements 
of the old klan. 

3. With few exceptions, the lo- 
calities in which the Legion flour- 
ished were former klan strong- 
holds. 

4. There has been a _ substan- 

tial revenue from membership 
dues and the sale of regalia, and 
evidence indicates it was divided 
among organizers and officers of 
the Legion, as also was true of 
the klan. 
‘ As is known, the klan’s principal 
appeals were to racial and religious 
prejudices. For enemies, it nomi- 
nated the Catholics, Jews and Ne- 
groes. To this list the Legion adds 
the Communists—indeed, it puts 
them at the top. Over the familiar 
issue of “White, Protestant, Gentile 
Supremacy,” is places that of “No 
Domination from Moscow.” 

In addition, its leaders rely for 
strength—in numbers and revenue— 
On more obscure, but nevertheless 
compelling, emotional urges. Envy, 
boredom, depression and the op- 
portunity to avenge personal spites, 
undoubtedly have played important 
parts. 

The Man Who Started It. 

The man who  accepts—nay, 
boasts—responsibilit:- for founding 
the Black Legion, is a small-town 
doctor who might have stepped full 
panoplied out of the pages of Sin- 
Clair Lewis’ “Main Street.” He is 
a professional “Southern gentle- 
man” of that virulent type to be 
found only among men who have 
spent their entire lives north of Ma- 
son’s and Dixon’s line. He is Dr. 
William J. Shepard, 48 years old, 
$25-a-month health commissioner of 
Bellaire, O.; population 8000. 

When younger, he became so en- 
amored of the romantic aspects of 
the Confederacy that he traveled 
from one Civil War battlefield to 
another, reconstructing for himself 
the glories of Stonewall Jackson, 
“Jeb” Stuart, Nathan B. Forrest and 
the Lost Cause. Especially did he 
interest himself in the legends of 
Quantrell’s and Mosby’s raiders— 
so much so, in fact, that the pres- 
ent Legion oath solemnly pledges 
each member to destroy “all Fed- 
erals and J:.yhawkers.” 

When Dr. Hiram Evans and other 
shrewd promoters resurrected the 
Ku Klux Klan in the '20s, Shepard 
was one of the earliest and most 
enthusiastic joiners. But the es- 
tablished routine and ritual of the 
Klan did not satisfy him. He de- 
cided to embellish it, and when the 
national encampment was held at 
Buckeye, O., in 1925, he appeared 
with his own detachment of “Black 
Guards.” In addition to dyeing their 
Klan robes black, they had adopted 
a new style of hood, adorned with 
white skull and crossbones. 

“We Stole the Show.” 

“We stole the show,” Shepard re- 
lates. with obvious relish. “We 
threw a cordon of Blacks around 
the encampment, and guarded the 
collection that Imperial Wizard 
Evans took up in barrels. I guess 
our big mistake was in failing to 
take some of the barrels. There 
sure were a lot ofthem. Evans and 
his Dragons thought I was starting

(Since the Queerf Mary is trav- 
eling westward across the Atlan- 
tic, clocks were set back one hour 
during the run, making the day 25 
hours long.) 

The Queen Mary’s average speed 
up to noon was 29.76 knots. 

The ship is following “B” track, 
which is a route about 3158 miles 
from Cherbourg to Ambrose Light. 

The Normandie’s best day’s run 
westward was 744 nautical miles.

19 UTILITIES IN NEW SUITS 
ATTACK VALIDITY OF TVA 


Apply to Alabama and Tennessee 
Courts for Injunctions to Stop 
Its Operations.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 29. — 
The constitutionality of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority was at- 
tacked by 19 public utility operat- 
ing companies in a suit filed today 
in the United States District Court 
for Northern Alabama. 

The 19 companies, members of 
large holding company groups, 
asked the court to enjoin the TVA 
from further operation on the 
ground that the Tennessee Valley 
Act and the program of the Au- 
thority violated the Constitution.

COMMITTEE 
PPROVES TAX 
BILL, BOOSTS 


Defeats Graduated Sched- 
ule on Corporation Sur- 
pluses, Requested by 
Roosevelt, and Adopts 
Flat 7 Pct. Levy. 


DIVIDENDS SUBJECT 
TO NORMAL TAX 


Sliding Scale of From 
15 1-2 to 18 Pct. Applied 
to All Company Income— 
King Estimates Yield at 
$800,000, 000.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—After a 
last-minute change that would in- 
crease individual income surtaxes 
except in the lowest surtax bracket, 
the Senate Finance Committee to- 
day approved its compromise tax 
bill. 

Acting Chairman King (Dem.), 
Utah, said the measure would be 
sent to the Senate floor “as soon 
as possible.” 
No accurate estimates of the yield 
were available, but on the basis of 
the latest Treasury computations, 
which are subject to revision, the 
bill would produce around $620,900,- 
000 of permanent revenue — the 
amount requested by President 
Roosevelt. 

It would place the normal corpo- 


rate income levy on a graduated, 
instead of a flat, basis. The com- 
mittee originally contemplated a 
flat 18 per cent on total corpora- 
tion income. 

Today it voted to make the rate 
15% per cent on income up to 
$2000, 16 per cent on the next $13,- 
000, 17 per cent on the next $25,- 
000, and 18 per cent on ail over 
$40,000. 

Short in Temporary Revenue. 

The bill would bring in only an 

estimated $82,000,000 of temporary 
funds, as against $517,000,000 sought 
by the President. 
The boast in income surtaxes was 
estimated to produce upwards of 
Individual income surtaxes would 
be boosted under today’s decision 
by 1 per cent in each bracket be 
tween $6000 and $50,000. The lowest 
bracket—$4000 to $6000—would not 
be subjected to the 1 per cent in- 
crease. All taxpayers paying sur- 
taxes on $50,000 or more would pay 
$440 more tax, although they would 
not have the 1 per cent increase. 

Additional Changes Made. 

The committee made these addi- 
tional changes: 
To meet arguments that present 
law ocurtails prospecting for oil, the 
tax on an individual who sells oil 
and gas wells would be restricted 
to 30 per cent of the selling price. 
He now is taxed as for any other 
capital gain. 
The section of present law pro- 
viding high graduated rates on per- 
sonal holding companies would be 
retained, but the 20 to 60 per cent 
levies all would be reduced by 7 
per cent. That was done, commit- 
tee members said, because the cor- 
porations would have to pay the 7 
per cent levy on undistributed 
profits. 
Small loan companies which make 
loans of less than $300 would be ex- 
empt from personal holding com- 
pany taxes. 
A “cushion” would be provided, 
for corporations with contracts not 
to pay dividends until they have 
paid off debts, by making the 7 per 
cent undistributed profits tax inap- 
plicable to them. 

Vote for Black’s Substitute. 

King listed these members as vot- 
ing for Black’s substitute tax plan: 
Black, La Follette (Prog.), Wiscon- 
sin; Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky; Guf- 
fey (Dem.), Pennsylvania, and (by 
proxy) Costigan (Dem.), Colorado. 

King said La Follette and Sena- 
tor Hastings (Rep.), Delaware, were 
among those who voted to order the 
legislation reported simply to ob 
tain action. 

Accompanying the alteration in 
the corporation tax was an agree- 
ment to remove a $1000 tax exemp- 
tion which would have been grant- 
ed corporations with net income not 
exceeding $15,000. King said the 
result, so far as revenue was con- 
cerned, would be unchanged. 

The committee rejected by a 1% 
to-5 vote a final attempt by admin- 
istration forces to swing the com- 
mittee over to higher graduated 
levies on undistributed corporate 
earnings. Senator Black . (Dem.), 
Alabama, proposed a system for re 
taining the present 12% to 15 per

So far only five delegates are! 
known to have been instructed | 
against affiliation, the four from 
St. Louis and one from Lansing, 


Mich., while the Buffalo (N. Y.) 
delegation is merely pledged to at- 
tempt to prevent an affiliation vote 
on the convention floor and to send 
the question to a national referen- 
dum. The Guild conducted a na- 
tional referendum last October with 
the result that affiliation lost by 
slightly more than 1 per cent of the 
necessary two-thirds vote. 
LaGuardia Urges Step. 

Mayor Fiorella LaGuardia, wel- 
coming the guildsmen to New York 
this morning, touched on the chief 
business before the convention. 
Without explicitly urging the con- 
vention to vote favorably on affilia- 
tion, LaGuardia spoke in praise of 
other small-group unions which, he 
said, had come to realize that affili- 
ation with the A, F. of L. was to 
their advantage. He spoke disparag- 
ingly of newspapers that favored 
“progressive legislation until it af- 
fected them, as in taxation and sim- 
ilar things.” 

According to Jonathan Eddy, na- 
tional executive secretary of the 
Guild, a national referendum today 
would show an 80 per cent vote in 
favor of affiliation with the A. F. 


of L, Eddy bases his figures on the 
local polls already conducted. 


Two Major Reasons, 


Apparently there are two major 
reasons for the change in attitude 
toward affiliation. One, according 
to Eddy, is the strike that has been 
going on in Milwaukee since Febru- 
ary against William Randolph 
Hearst's Wisconsin News, Without 
the help of the A. F. or L. unions 
in Milwaukee, Eddy says, the strike 
could never have persisted, and this 
he believes has taught Guildsmen 
that the hope of the Guild Iles in 
a united labor front. 

The second reason, as advanced 
by others, is that the stand for in- 
dustrial unionism as taken by John 
lL. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, in de- 
fiance of the craft union leaders 
who control A. F. of L. policies, has 
proved that it is possible for a 
“progressive” movement to exist 
within the A. F. of L. The Guild, at 
its convention in Cleveland last 
year, went on record as favoring 
the theory of industrial unionism. 

But just how the A. F. of L. lead- 
ership will accept a petition for a 
charter, should the Guild conven- 
tion ask for one, is a matter of 
considerable conjecture. William 
Green, A. F. of L. president who 
has consistently opposed industrial 
unionism, was asked to speak be- 
fore this convention, but he de- 
clined, stating that his schedule 
would not permit him to be here. 
He made no effort to send a substi- 
tute to take his place. That may 
mean something or nothing, but it 
undoubtedly is disturbing some of 
the pro-affiliation leaders. 


Little Roosevelt Sentiment. 


On one question the Guild is not 
likely to agree with Lewis and 
some of the others who have 
aligned themselves with him in the 
Committee for Industrial Organi- 
zation. That question concerns sup- 
port for the re-election of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. There is little sen- 
timent here to line up behind the 
President in his next campaign. 
The Guild membership, it would 
appear, has slight faith in the ad- 
ministration’s labor policies and 
less faith in its ability to carry 
those policies through. The Celve-

On other questions the conven- 
tion is likely to leave well enough 
alone. It is not likely that the 
Guild constitution, as it stands now, 
will be amended to any consider- 
able extent. The present constitu- 
tion puts the initiation of all bar- 
gaining in the hands of the edi- 
torial workers in each particular 
shop, giving them complete auton- 
omy in originating negotiations for 
wages, hours and working condi- 
tions. That procedure, according to 
Executive Secretary Eddy, has been 
found satisfactory. 

Convention headquarters  an- 
nounces that the Guild membership 
has increased from 5000 a year ago, 
to 5700 today. 


LEWIS REJECTS A. F. L. DEMAND 
TO HALT INDUSTRIAL UNIONISM 


United Miners’ Board Questions 
Right of Federation to 
Make Request. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—A 
blunt refusal to dissolve the com- 
mittee on industrial organization 
was sent to William Green by John 
L. Lewis today. 

Replying to a demand from the 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor that the nine unions 
comprising the industrial commit- 
tee cease their activities, Lewis said 
his own United Mine Workers “em- 
phatically refuse to accede to either 
the call or the request of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to discon- 
tinue its constructive and logical 
course of action.” 

The communication to Green was 
signed by Thomas Kennedy, secre- 
tary of the mine workers. It said 
that “after due consideration, the 
miners’ board by unanimous vote 
directed me to advise you as presi- 
dent of the A. F. of L. that we ques- 
tion the right and authority of the 
executive counsel of the A. F. of L. 
to make such demands upon any 
committee such as the committee 
for industrial organization. 

“We question also the request up- 
on any international labor organiza- 
tion to cease constructive work cal- 
culated to serve the best interest of 
American labor in bringing about 
effective organization of such labor 
in the mass production industries 
of this country.” 

Lewis is championing organiza- 
tion of labor by industries, instead 
of by crafts.

cent corporate levy, with a surtax 
graduating up to 30 per cent on un- 
distributed income. 

The committee agreed, however, 
to stand by its flat 7 per cent levy 
on undistributed earnings. 

The bill as approved also would 
subject corporate dividends to the 
4 per cent normal income tax. 


King said he believed the bill 
would “bring in more than $800,- 
000,000” of permanent and tempo- 
rary funds. 

He said the committee would 
meet once more to approve a final 
draft embracing the final altera- 
tions, then make its formal report 
on the measure. It was not expect- 
ed to reach the floor before next 
week, however. 

No Roll Call on Final Vote. 

On the final vote of approval, the 
acting chairman said, there was no 
roll call. He said the vote was al- 
most unanimous, although several 
Senators said they were voting to 
report the bill to the floor merely 
to obtain action and without being 
committed to support it. 

The long impasse in the Senate 
Finance Committee was broken late 
yesterday, shortly after Vice-Presi- 
dent Garner conferred with Sen- 
ators Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, 
and Connally (Dem.), Texas,- two 
committee members. 

Whether he carried word from 
the White House to wind up the 
fight in the committee was not dis- 
closed. The committee Democrats 
went into closed session shortly 
afterward and agreed to approve 
the committee’s own tax plan, with 
which the White House expressed 
dissatisfaction earlier in the week. 

The House bill, passed weeks ago, 
aproached much closer to the ad- 
ministration program designed to 
force more profits into the hands 
of stockholders, where the money 
would be subject.to normal income 
taxes and surtaxes. The House 
measure carries graduated rates 
running up to 42% per cent on total 
net income of corporations and de 
pending on how much of the in- 
come is retained by the corporation. 


Byrd Would Defer Tax Action. 


While the committee was in ses- 
sion, Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
arose on the Senate floor to urge 
that expenditures be cut and tax 
action deferred until next year. 

“I have frequently expressed my 
approval of additional revenue if 
we continue our huge spending pro- 
gram,” he said. “Yet in the rush of 
adjournment we should not adopt 
ill-considered and half-baked legis- 
lation which may do great harm to 
many. 

“I will vote for any reasonably 


sound tax legislation, but suggest as 
one solution a reduction in spending 
equivalent to the new revenue an- 
ticipated, and then a careful study 
by a commission of our entire tax 
structure so as to equitably impose 
the new burdens and especially to 
explore the field of tax exempt se- 
curities as a source of new revenue.” 


CITATION AGAINST TOWNSEND 
ON ITS WAY TO GRAND JURY 


Document Sent by House to U. 8. 
Attorney Garnett, Who 
Will Present It.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The 
House’s contempt citation against 
Dr. F. E. Townsend and two aids 
for defying an investigating com- 
mittee was sent to United States 
Attorney Leslie Garnett today by 
Speaker Byrns. : 

It arrived from the Capitol by 
messenger and was taken under 
consideration immediately by Gar- 
nett. He said he would decide when 
it would go before the grand jury. 

The citation reads: 

“To the United States Attorney 
of the District of Columbia: The 
undersigned, the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives of the 
United States, hereby certifies to 
you the willful and deliberate re- 
fusal of Francis E. Townsend, 
Clinton Wunder and John B. Keifer 
to testify before the select com- 
mittee of the House of Represent- 
atives to investigate old age pen- 
sion plans under the authority of 
House resolution No. 443 of the Sev- 
enty-fourth Congress, as is fully 
shown by tne certified copy of the 
report of said committee which is 
hereto attached.”

DISCOVERS BONDS 


Surprised to Find Issues 
With Face Value of 
$9500 in Cleaning Store- 


room of Her Home. 


Bonds with a par value of $9500 
which Mrs. Johanna H. Loge- 
man, mother-in-law of Harold 
J. Kattelman, was “certainly sur- 
prised” to find three weeks ago in a 


store room at her home, 8101 Flor- 
issant road, Normandy, were im- 
pounded by Referee in Bankruptcy 
John A. Hope today when Mrs. 
Logeman produced them in his 
court, 

They were among the _ assets 
which Kattelman, bankrupt install- 
ment dealer in stocks, was ordered 
by the Federal Court to deliver to 
the receiver for his firm. Since 
Jan. 15 he has been in jail at Bow- 
ling Green for contempt of court 
in not obeying the order which ii- 
rected him to give the receiver 
$39,200 in cash and certain stocks 
and bonds which the court held 
were assets of his firm, H. J. Kat- 
telman Co. 

Mrs. Logeman had testified, when 
questioned Wednesday by Morris 
Levin, trustee in bankruptcy, that 
she had never seen or handled the 
bonds which she produced in court 
today. At the outset of today’s 
hearing she said she wanted to 
change her testimony, and exhib- 
ited the bonds. Levin asked her to 
explain why she testified as she 
did. Wednesday, but the _ referee 
ruled that the question was im- 
proper and that the record 
“speaks for itself.” 

Can’t Explain Find. 

Mrs. Logeman testified today 
that she found the bonds among 
some old papers when cleaning out 
the storeroom. She said she had no 
idea of how they got there or who 
owned them, but assumed that they 
must be hers, because they were 
in her home. Kattelman lived there, 
too, until his removal to Bowling 
Green. 

Her family was not in the habit 
of keeping records, Mrs. Logeman 
explained, and she was unable to 
account for the bonds. There were 
four $1000 bonds of the Brazilian 
Government; one $1000 mortgage 
bond on the Dickmann Building on 
South Grand boulevard; three bonds 
for $2500 of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee, St. Paul & Pacific Railroad, 
and two $1000 Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road bonds. 

At the conclusion of her exam- 
ination Mrs. Logeman was asked if 
she ever had in her possession or 
control a $1000 bond of the Indiana 
Limestone Co.; a $1000 Landreth 
Building mortgage bond; or “bonds” 
of the St. Louis County Gas Co. 
Her answer was that she had not. 
The bonds mentioned were among 
those Kattelman was ordered to de- 
liver to the receiver. 

Charles E. Musick, Ferguson real 
estate dealer, told of recent dealings 
with Mrs. Logeman in connection 
with the bonds and obtaining a new 
deed of trust on a residence at 5606 
Chamberlain avenue to replace a 
deed which matured last month. 
Title to the property is in the name 
of Mrs. Logeman. 

Got Rid of It Quickly. 

Musick said he had cashed inter- 
est coupons on the Brazilian bonds, 
acting for Mrs. Logeman, and last 
Monday sent her a check for $73, 
which he had collected in interest 
through a firm of New York brok- 
ers. “Something told me to get rid 
of that check as soon as possible,” 
Musick testified, “and as soon as I 
got it I indorsed it and mailed it 
to Mrs. Logeman.” 

Levin in nis questions empha- 
sized that the check was mailed to 
Mrs. Logeman Monday, “in time to 
reach her on Tuesday—the day be- 
fore she testified that she had never 
“seen or handled the bonds. | 

Musick told also of seeking to 
cash the Dickmann Building bond, 
which seemed on its face to have 
matured, and on being told at the 
office of the Dickmann Real Estate 
Co. that the bond was registered in 
the name of a man named Pfeiffer 


NEGOTIATION PLAN 
HTS SNAG; MORE 
SRI IN FRANCE 


Men Refuse to Evacuate 
Plants or Return to Work 
Pending Conference on 
Their Demands. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 29.—The strikers in 
the Renault automobile factories, 
who have held the plants for two 


days, reached an independent agree- 
ment with the company today by 
which they will return to work. 
The employes agreed to evacuate 
the factories at once and to go back 
to their jobs. June 2 after the 
Whitsuntide holidays. 

Settlement of demands in the 
Dewoitine plant at Toulouse sent 
several hundred back to work. _ 

Elsewhere in the country, Govern- 
ment efforts at breaking the strike 
of metal workers were impeded. 
More workers went out, demanding 
higher wages, vacation with pay 
and a 40-hour week. 

Delegations of strikers in each 
factory were instructed to talk 
terms with individual employers 
before yielding their positions. 

The strikers regarded the agree- 
ment of employers to negotiate on 
a collective basis as a victory, but 
decided to continue to occupy the 
plants, pending the outcome of the 
conference called for 4 p. m. 

The employers charged the strik- 
ers, involving automobile, aviation 
and munitions plants, “appear to be 
more political than professional.” 

As Rightists View It. 

Rightist sources charged that 
Communists organized the strikers 
to win recruits from the Socialist 
ranks by placing Leon Blum, So- 
cialist leader and prospective Pre- 
mier, in a bad light before labor 
just as he is coming to power. 

The new Chamber of Deputies, in 
which the Socialist party won the 
greatest single representation, 
meets next week. 

Fifteen hundred employes of the 
Rosengart automobile plant joined 
the strike today, occupying the 
factory. The “sit-down” movement 
which began Tuesday also spread 
to the building trades, particularly 
among workers on the 1937 World’s 
Fair grounds. 

In the Salmson automobile plants 
and other factories, some of them 
munitions works, 3900 workers 
“folded their arms.” 

The anxiety of the Government 
to bring about a settlement of the 
controversy was increased by the 
threat to the republic’s military 
supplies, especially as a result of 
the stoppage of production in the 
munitions plants, 

Other Plants Closed. 

Among the plants affected are 
the Gevelot cartridge plant at Issy- 
les-Moulineaux, where 1600 are on 
strike: the branch of the same or- 
ganization at Sevres, employing 400 
men, and the Mouche-La Cour- 
neuve plant, which manufactures 
equipment for the War Ministry. 

Among the aviation and motor 
plants affected by the strike are 
the Nieuport airplane plant at Issy- 
les-Moulineaux, the Lavalette plant 
at Saint-Ouen; the Citroen automo- 
bile factories along the Quai Javel 
in Paris, the Fiat plant at Sevres 
and numerous other plants. 


U. S. DUNS BRITAIN ON DEBT 


Another Default Expected on $85,- 
000,000 Payment Due. 
LONDON, May 29.—Washington 
informed the Government today 
that Great Britain’s semi-annual 
war debt payment is due June 15. 
The Cabinet will consider the bill, 
but a default is expected.

PROBATION OFFICERS 
SUE TO KEEP 8 


Five of Those Ousted Appeal 


From Order of Judge 
Sartorius. 


Application for a writ of prohibi- 
tion to prevent Circuit Judge Eu- 
gene J. Sartorius from discharging 
them as deputy probation officers 
in Juvenile Court was filed by five 
members of the staff in the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals today. 

A preliminary writ was issued, re- 
turnable for a hearing June 12 and 
directing Judge Sartorius to take no 
further action in the matter. Al- 
though notified yesterday the ap- 
plication would be filed, Judge Sar- 
torius was neither present nor rep- 
resented in the Court of Appeals 
today. 

Judge Sartorius, who has charge 
of Juvenile Court this year, an- 
nounced May 16 that eight of the 
Juvenile Court probation staff mem- 
bers would be dismissed at the end 
of this month. The applicants “for 
the writ were Miss Jennie Mincke, 
Mrs. Emily F. Runge, a probation 
officer for 30 years; Beauford Miller, 
Miss Mildred L. Calhoun, sister of 
former Circuit Judge John W. Cal- 
houn, and Herbert F. Roessel. Those 
ordered dismissed but not joining 
in the suit were Mrs. Katherine An- 
derson, Miss Sadie Tucker and Mrs. 
Marie Ammon, a former Republican 
committeewoman. 

The suit alleged that Judge Sar- 
torius discharged the plaintiffs with- 
out making charges against them 
or advising them of any al- 
leged failure to perform their 
duties, and that they have had 
no opportunity for a hearing. They 
asserted he refused to tell-why they 
were dismissed. Charging that his 
action was beyond his jurisdiction 
and was illegal and void. they de- 
clared his predecessors on the ju- 
venile bench had construed the law 
to require the filing of charges and 
hearings in dismissal of probation 
officers.

NO BED OF ROSES. 

It appeared last fall, when Lioyd C. Stark first 
announced his intention of seeking the Democratic 
nomination for Governor, that he had fallen into a 
bed of roses, both as to the nomination and as to 
the election. His candidacy received the accolade 
of Boss Pendergast, supposedly worth more than 
100,000 votes in Jackson County alone, and once the 
boss spoke, numerous other party chieftains has- 
tened to climb on the Stark bandwagon. In addition, 
Stark, by dint of following his long-held ambition to 
become Governor, had carefully built up a large per- 
sonal following throughout the State. With so au- 
spicious a start, his success seemed assured. 

Several developments since then, however, have 
changed the picture. One is the entrance into the 
Democratié race of William Hirth, veteran farm lead- 
er. Mr. Hirth, a man of wide experience both in State 
and national affairs, is attacking the Stark candi- 
dacy at ite most vulnerable point, namely, on the is- 
sue of bossism, and, in addition, has formulated a 
strong, constructive program of policies. While he 
lacks organized political support, Mr. Hirth has a 
strong appeal for persons who believe Missouri De- 
mocracy should be purged of Pendergastism, besides 
his hold on the farmers, among whom he has la- 
bored for a lifetime. 

The next cloud on the Stark horizon came with the 
announcement of Jesse W. Barrett, former Attorney- 
General, that he would seek the Republican nomina- 
tion. Mr. Barrett for years has been an outstanding 
figure in his party, and is not the kind of man who 
reaches for the moon. His decision to enter the race 
was very carefully considered and it means that he 
believes his chances for victory are even or better. No 
doubt he had in mind such straws as the Literary Di- 
gest poll, showing a falling-off of enthusiasm for the 
New Deal throughout the country, coupled with the 
fact that Missouri is classed as a doubtful State, not 
tied to either party. | 

The third development is the decision of the fra- 
ternal insurance companies to fight the Stark candi- 
dacy, because of Stark’s refusal to pledge that, if 
elected, he will not reappoint R. Emmet O’Malley to 
the position of State Superintendent of Insurance. 
Open war exists between the fraternals and O’Malley, 
who is trying to place these organizations under the 
same regulations as commercial insurance companies 
and who has sued them for $15,000,000 in alleged back 
taxes‘due. The fraternals have decided to form a State- 
wide anti-Stark organization, and it is believed they 
may influence as many as 50,000 votes. 

Under these circumstances, Stark is not going to 
coast into the nomination and election. He is going 
to have to roll up his sleeves and do battle. 
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A CHARGE TO BE ANSWERED. 

A resolution has been introduced in the Illinois 
Senate calling for an investigation of alleged payroll 
padding by the Horner forces a short time before 
the Governor’s renomination in the recent primary. 
That the sponsor of the resolution, Senator James 
O. Monroe of Collinsville, has been an anti-Horner 
Democrat, should not stand in the way of a satis- 
factory answer to the complaint. Gov. Horner waged 
his primary campaign against the Kelly-Nash ma- 
chine in Chicago in terms of honest government 
against political spoilsmanship. In his present ef- 
fort to obtain a permanent registration law, he has 
joined the same issue. He should therefore welcome 
the opportunity to reply to one of his critics, whose 
constructive intent in this instance is shown by the 
simultaneous introduction of a bill to prevent ex- 
tensive additions to the payroll prior to primaries 
and elections in the future. 

The charge that from 25,000 to 50,000 temporary 
employes were hired at a cost of approximately 
$1,000,000 is one that should be met and disposed 
of long before the November election. The course of 
an administration which took up arms against the 
Kelly-Nash machine is clear. Its leaders in the Sen- 
ate should support the Monroe resolution and usher 
in the investigation at the earliest possible moment. 
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A BREAK FOR THE NEW DEAL. 
In what pigeonhole of political philosophy the New 
Deal will ultimately be filed, we venture no opin- 


phant and get it headed back toward 
Washington. However, the voters are. 
coming out of the New Deal anesthetic | 
and are beginning to realize that there is | 
very little difference between the two old | 
parties.

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THE BLACK LEGION’S DEATH WARRANT. 
Publicity will kill the Black Legion just as it 
killed the Ku Klux Klan. The essence of the power 
of such organizations is the secrecy of their opera- 
tions and the fear they inspire in those they wish 
to intimidate. It will be recalled the Klan blew up 
following a series of articles prepared by the New 
York World and printed by many newspapers 
throughout the country. In this series, the secrets 
of the Klan, its ritual and its practices were brought 
into the light of day. Likewise exposed was the fact 
that the Klan was organized in such a way as to 
enrich its promoters. Under the blast of condemna- 
tion and ridicule that followed, the Klan withered.

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QUODDY AND THE SHIP CANAL AGAIN. 

A month.and a half ago, President Roosevelt an- 
nounced in a press conference that the Florida ship 
canal and the tide-harnessing Passamaquoddy project 
in Maine had been taken off the list of the adminis- 
tration’s public works. The announcement met with 
widespread approval, the country having come to 
know these undertakings as of highly doubtful prac- 
ticality and costly beyond words. Yet now comes 
the Senate Commerce Committee with a 12-to-5 re- 
port in favor of a new engineering study of both 
projects.

It looks as if the administration, in this Quoddy 
and ship canal affair, is working both sides of the 
street, a common practice in an election year.

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NONSENSE QUESTIONS. 

How high is the Bunker Hill monument? How 
many gallons of water does the Amazon River dis- 
charge per hour?

The practice has now been 
stopped, however, by order of Col. Daniel W. Mac- 
Cormack, Commissioner of Immigration and Natur- 
alization. “Questions put to applicants in the future 
must be frank, clear and expressed in simple lang- 
auge,” he directs, “involving no ‘catch’ or ‘trick,’ and 
designed to elicit the petitioner’s inherent qualifica- 
tions for good citizenship.”

After the Coal Act Decision 


If industrial problems are insoluble without Federal control, forbidden by Constitution, 
then issue of amendment arises, writer says; this must be viewed reasonably, not 
from emotional angle of labor leaders toward Guffey Act ruling; many observers 
feel both worker and employer are best served if government keeps hands off.

HE Supreme Court's decision declaring 
T tne Guffey Coal Act unconstitutional, 

while not unanimous, being a 6-to-3 ver- 
dict, is in some respects more definitely a 
blow at the New Deal than was the unani- 
mous decision in the Schechter case, which 
overthrew the NRA. The latter law involved 
a tremendous network of industrial activi- 
ties, while the Guffey law was concerned 
with only one industry. 

Whatever reforms or national benefits 
were eontemplated by the administration 
were not judged by the Supreme Ceurt. They 
may or may not have been essentially de- 
sirable, but the court is not there to judge 
intentions or motives; its function is to de- 
termine whether or not the Congress in 
seeking to embody its reforms in laws bind- 
ing upon the people has or has not acted 
legally; that is, in conformity with the fun- 
damental law of the Constitution. 

There is a general agreement that condi- 
tions prevailing in the soft coal industry are 
exceptionally in need of some sort of effec- 
tive means of betterment. Destructive com- 
petition has prevailed on a wide scale, for 
a long time. Even when all other great in- 
dustries have been prosperous, this one has 
been “sick.” That is to say, the stockhold- 
ers in the mines were not making profits. 
As for the misery and suffering of the min- 
ers, and their wives and children—that has 
been extreme, and atrocious, and notorious. 

The further fact that soft-coal mining is 
“a natural resource” industry—that is to 
say, that it is the exploitation of wealth 
created by nature itself, and not man-made, 
not the creation of inventive genius—“has 
argued,” as the New York Times puts the 


matter, “more strongly than in the average . 


case for some form of governmental regula- 
tion or supervision.” 
* * * 


A large number of soft-coal mine owners 
and operators, despairing of success after 
many <sailures, in trying to solve their prob- 
lems among themselves, and the miners and 
the various state governments, had accepted 
the Guffey Act, and now are deeply disap- 
pointed by its invalidation. But there is the 
iron fact: that invalidated it is. 

More clearly than in other cases, the Su- 
preme Court says “No!” to all attempts by 
Congress to use the Federal power to solve 
any industrial problem in a manner con- 
trary to the Constitution. It would seem, 
then, clearly to follow that only an amend- 
ment to the Constitution expressly granting 
to the Federal Government greater powers 
than at present it has can open the way for 
Federal control of wages and hours and 
prices. 

But that is a fundamental issue, which is 
of such gravity that only a clear conviction 
on the part of a great majority of citizens 
could justify it. And such a conviction 
should not be merely an emotional belief: 
it should be a reasonable one. It would be 
impossible to argue it reasonably in the few 
months now left of the present campaign. 
But it probably will arise—and it certainly 
should arise—after the election, and become 
the major issue for 1940. 

Meanwhile, the effects of the Guffey de- 
cision will become apparent in the current 
campaign, it seems to us, mainly by sharpen- 
ing the conflict between supporters and Op-

ponents of the New Deal. 
of many labor leaders indicate 
lines of action will be followed. 

One will be a great effort to win labor 
votes for President Roosevelt in states 
usually safe for the Republican party, par- 
ticularly Pennsylvania. The statement made 
by Daniel J, Tobin, president of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters, is typical 
of the view taken by many labor leaders. 

“Every worker of every class,” he said, “is 
pledged to President Roosevelt to vote for 
him at the next election as a result of the 
(Guffey law) decision. The decision has es- 
tablished in the minds of the workers the 
fact that the court is reactionary, is living 
in ages past, and that Franklin D. Roose- 
velt is a friend of the worker. I hope we 
can all work to the end that we will elect a 
Congress that will find some way of passing 
legislation to replace the Guffey Act.”

This ‘view, of course, is essentially a sen- 
timental, emotional view; but its strength in 
determining millions of workers to support 
an administration that seems to have the 
interests of labor at heart, even if its efforts 
are unconstitutional, and, therefore, fail, is 
very great, and, in the long run, will serve 
to bring the issue of amendment of the Con- 
stitution clearly into the arena. What John 
L. Lewis said is clearly indicative of this. 

“It is a sad commentary on our form of 
government,” he declared, “when every de- 
cision of the Supreme Court seems designed 
to fatten capital and starve and destroy 
labor.” Which, of course, is nonsense. It 
is clear that the Supreme Court may protect 
and strengthen capital, at the expense of 
labor, by the effects of a particular deci- 
sion, but to accuse it of designing the star- 
vation and destruction of labor is silly, Yet 
suchig belief exists and gives driving power 
to the political resentment of labor. 

The second way in which labor is react- 
ing to the Guffey law decision was indicated 
by William Green, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, who declared that 
“if we cannot enact legislation of this kind 
in an orderly way, we will be irresistibly 
drawn to use our economic power.” Labor’s 
right to form and maintain unions and col- 
lectively to bargain with capital, according 
to many labor leaders, must be enforced by 
labor’s own strength. 

Against this view there thunders forth the 
rejoicing chorus of the champions of free 
competition and (paradoxically) of monopol- 
ists as well, who hail the Supreme Court’s 
decision as the confirmation (many times 
made) of their own conviction that both 
labor and capital are best served if gov- 
ernment is kept out of the picture.

The, smart politicians who run our con- 
ventions and our campaigns always seem to 
proceed on the assumption that, by hooking 
up men of divergent views in this manner, 
they can appeal to a larger number of vot- 
ers. Conviction counts for nothing, expedi- 
ency for everything. Whether the voters 
ever really fall for this sort of thing it would 
be difficult to say. 

Our guess is that they do not fall for it 
half as hard as the politicians think they do, 
for the average voter understands pretty 
well by now that as a general rule the Vice- 
President counts for very little in the formu 
lation of the policies an administration in 
office actually follows. But the politicians 
seem to think the public doesn’t know this, 
so they go on playing the same old game. 

One party is as bad as the other in this 
matter, but the latest manifestation of the 
spirit in which they both work comes in the 
form of a report that the Landon managers, 
convinced that their candidate has the Re 
publican presidential nomination in the bag, 
have set to work to get Representative 
James M. Wadsworth as the Kansans rule

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Mr. Roosevelt’s Entanglements 


BOUT the making of party 
A platforms there is nowadays an 

air of unreality because the 
men who write them think they 
must make some sort of pronounce- 
ment on every question that hap- 
pens to interest a large group of 
yoters. 

They come forward, therefore, 
with a document which professes 
to be a kind of schedule of what 
they intend to do if elected. But 
nobody ought to believe that the 
platform is such a schedule. For 


‘ s¢ js not within the power of men 


to predict in any detail the action 
of the Government over a period 
of four years. 

Since there are innumerable in- 
terests to be satisfied, these omni- 
bus platforms become hopelessly 
jong and dull. What is worse, they 
become ambiguous, In the effort to 
satisfy everyone on 50 debatable 
questions, the authors have to hold 
out promises in one hand and draw 
them back with the other hand. 

There is no help for this by try- 
ing to cut down the number of 
words and to state in one sentence 
what even the most lucid writer 
could not state in less than a few 
paragraphs. The only result of try- 
ing to be very brief about a great 
many subjects is either that words 
are used which mean nothing at 
all or they are so unqualifiedly spe- 
cific that they mean what the party 
does not intend they should mean.

The omnibus platform is, I be- 
lieve, based oh a mistaken idea of 
what a party declaration should be. 
Instead of trying to be brief on 
many subjects, a good platform 
should speak concisely but suf- 
ficiently on a few principles, This 
was the earlier practice. 

The first Republican platform, 
for example, adopted in 1856 by the 
Philadelphia convention which nom- 
inated John C. Fremont, covers 
about. half a column of newspaper 
type. It contains a clear declara- 
tion of principle on the extension 
of slavery in the territories. It de- 
mands the admission of Kansas to 
the Union under its free Constitu- 
tion. It proposes Federal aid for 
a transcontinental railroad and 
Federal aid for rivers and harbors, 
makes a gibe at some forgotten 
diplomatic incident, and that is all. 
But it was quite enough. 

It said clearly which way the par- 
ty was going and expounded the 
principles which would guide it. 
It did not say how the party would 
legislate on everything that might 
come before Congress. 

An opposition platform of that 
sort would be peculiarly in order 
this year, because, if the Repub- 
licans attempt to make specific 
pledges on the approximately 50 
measures which comprise the New 
Deal, they will confuse the voters 
and obscure the real issues.

The real issue between the Presi- 
dent and his critics in both parties 
is, it seems to me, clear enough. He 
has committed himself to two main 
lines of policy which he is unable 
to carry out, and is unable to aban- 
don. The first of these lines runs 
through the collectivist measures 
which the Supreme Court has inval- 
idated. The second is the distribu- 
tion of Federal funds in great 
amounts to large groups in the 
population. 

On both of these vitally impor- 
tant matters, Mr. Roosevelt is ina 
deadlock; he cannot go on with 
them and he cannot get away frdm 
them. He is the captive of his own 
policies. There is a deadlock that 
can be broken only by a popular 
decision which, regardless of 
whether Mr. Roosevelt himself is 
re-elected, repudiates the promises 
in which he is imprisoned. 

. * * 


Thus Mr. Roosevelt is committed 
to the idea that industry, agricul- 
ture and labor must be brought un- 


.der Federal control, must be brought 


under elaborate national organiza- 
tion in which prices, wages, working 
conditions and production are more 
or less centrally regulated from 
above. That is his personal philos- 
ophy, exemplified wholesale in the 
NRA, in détail by the Guffey act. 
Undoubtedly he holds it sincerely 
85 a matter of real conviction. To 
his followers, he continues to say 
that in that direction lies the hope 
of the future, and there can be no 
doubt that a substantial part of his 
political strength is among those 
who believe that somehow he will 
manage to go in that direction. 

Yet he cannot go in that direction 
under the Constitution and he can- 
not induce the American people to 
alter the Constitution in order that 
he may go in that direction. This 
leaves him with promises that he 
cannot carry out by any open and 
eee ee 


honorable method. If he continues 
to make the promises, he is open to 
the grave charge that he is misiead- 
ing his followers or that he will try 
to satisfy them by indirection. 

It is a very bad situation for the 
President of the United States to be 
in, namely, to hold a philosophy of 
social reconstruction which he can- 
not reconcile with the constitutional 
system under which he lives. It is, 
moreover, a situation which Mr. 
Roosevelt as an individual cannot 
cure because he is so evidently de- 
termined not to renounce his per- 
sonal philosophy. 

It can be remedied, therefore, only 
by a popular decision which makes 
it perfectly clear to his own fol- 
lower that the country does not 
mean to go in that direction. Mr. 
Roosevelt can, if re-elected, accept 
such a popular mandate, whereas, 
if the issue is not clearly raised and 
decided in the campaign, he will 
continue to be the prisoner of his 
own promises. 


In respect to the expenditures, he 
is in a similar dilemma. His method 
of administering relief has been such 
throughout the country the Gov- 
ernors of states, the Mayors of cit- 
es, and the county and town offi- 
cials have come to depend upon 
Federal funds to supplement their 
local budgets. 

It is not the poor devils receiving 
the dole who are compelling the 
Federal Government to go on with 
a system of relief which has become 
as demoralizing as it is wasteful. 
They have neither the organization 
nor the influence. The backbone 
of the system is the state and lo- 
cal politicians who have found in 
Federal funds large revenues that 
they ca: spend locally without tax- 
ing their constituents. They are 
the relief lobby, and it is one of the 
most powerful that ever got itself 
established. 

Now the rate of expenditure is 
not diminishing with recovery, be- 
cause there is evary inducement 
to spend the money and no effective 
demand to spend less. Recovery 
is, in fact, ceasing to have any- 


thing to do with the relief prob-; 


lem. What is happening is that 
more and more individuals who used 
to fend for themselves, more and 
more families who used to take 
care of their relatives, more and 
more local governments which used 
to provide for the helpless, are pass- 
ing the burden to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Yet the expenditures cannot go 
on. The country has stood it so 
far and can stand it for a while 
longer. But the vice of the system 
is that it is rapidly being converted 
from emergency relief into a thing 
as permanent as the veterans’ pay- 
ments. There is nothing in Mr. 
Roosevelt’s system of administer- 
ing relief which causes the system 
to liquidate itself. On the contrary, 
his method eauses the system to 
consolidate itself. If it is not over- 
thrown, we can easily find our- 
selves permanently committed, even 
with full recovery, to annual Fed- 
eral payments of two billions or so 
to the needy over and above the 
billion for the veterans. 

The system can be broken up 
only by a drastic reduction of the 
Feueral funds, which will force the 
responsibility back upon the local- 


viduals. Mr. Roosevelt is in a poor 
position to do that because he cre- 
ated the system. He is the father 
of it, and to turn against it will 
be no easy thing for him. The 
change can be effected only by an- 
other President who is not commit- 
ted, or by Congress acting upon 
a decisive mandate from the peo- 


ple.

The question that has to be de- 
cided in this campaign is _ not 
whether all the New Deal 
measures have been bad, nor 
whether the country is glad that 
recovery is under way, but funda- 
mentally whether Mr. Roosevelt can 
extricate himself from his collec- 
tivist promises and from the 
clutches of the vested interests he 
has created. The issue will not be 
whether to go on with the sort of 
thing represénted by NRA, Mr. 
Roosevelt cannot go on with it. The 
issue will not be whether to go on 
with the existing relief system. Mr. 
Roosevelt cannot go on with it 2x- 
cept at disastrous costs. 

The real question is whether Mr. 
Roosevelt can retreat from _ posi- 
tions which he cannot maintain; 
whether he can untangle himself 
from his promises and his convic- 
tions and his commitments. The 
question is whether or not that is 
to be done by electing a Congress, 
and conceivably a successor, to 
break the deadlock in which Mr. 
Roosevelt is held fast.

PARK WILLED TO CITY {MEMORIAL SERVICES 


OF WEBSTER GROVES 


Bequest of Mrs. Nellie V. 
Plant Leaves Two Acres 
For Squirrels and Birds. 


A bequest of a tract of land of 
about two and a half acres to the 
City of Webster Groves, for the cre- 
ation of a park .and sanctuary for 
squirrels, dogs and birds, was pro- 
vided in the will, filed for probate 
at Clayton today, of Mrs. Nellie V. 
Plant, who died Tuesday of heart 
disease at her home, 243 West Swon 
avenue, Webster Groves. 

The tract, at Swon avenue and 


Jefferson road, Webster Groves, is 
to be known as the Frederick S. 
Plant Park and Wild Life Sanctu- 
ary in memory of her late husband, 
who was in the seed business in 
St. Louis for many years. The land 
borders 393 feet on Swon avenue 
and 276 feet on Jefferson road. 

The will, dated May 20, provided 
that if the park is not used for 
the purposes Mrs. Plant directed, 
the title to the land is to pass to 
the St. Louis Council, Boy Scouts 
of America, for use by the council 
in St. Louis County. It also pro- 
vided that a home unger construc- 
tion at the northwest corner of the 
tract be completed and that her 
maid, Anne T. Pickens, be permit- 
ted to live there rent free “in recog- 
nition of her faithful services.” On 
her dcath or renunciation of the 
right, the residence is to pass into 
the control of the City of Webster 
Groves. 

The executor of the estate was 
directed to comply with a contract 
between Mrs. Plant and the St.

NEW ORLEANS, lLa., May 29.—

pared authorizing a $5,000,000 bond 
issue for the purpose of completing 
the Lakeshore-Hammond Highway 
on the rim of Lake Pontchartrain. 
Included in the proposal is the pur-

Highway Commission as 
this system. 

The bill provides that $1,000,000 
out of the $5,000,000 issue be set 
aside for the purchase of the bridge. 

It is understood that bondholders 
hold $3,500,000 of bonds on the 
bridge. According tc informed cir- 
cles here, the State will pay them 
approximately 30 per cent of the 
money they paid for the construc- 
tion of the bridge. The bridge is 
nearly five miles long and connects 
New Orleans with adjacent 
parishes. It is said to be the long- 
est vehicular bridge in the world. 

The bridge is now in the hands 
of a Federal receiver, and owes 
$225,000 in accumulated back taxes 
to the State. It is said that the 
State may waive this, letting all 
of the proposed $1,000,000 fund go 
to the bondholders. The Watson- 
Williams Bridge was a bone of con- 
tention in politics when Huey P. 
Long was elected Governor of the 
State. 

During his administration two 
free bridges were opened below 
the Watson-Williams span, which 
served to take nearly all of the 
business away from the privately- 
owned structure. 


$1,000,000 of Mortgage Bonds Held 
by St. Louisians. 

Many St. Louisans were among 
the purchasers of the Pontchar- 
train Bridge bonds when they were 
offered to the public by brokerage 
housés in 1926. An issue of $3,- 
500,000 of 4 per cent first mortgage 
bonds was sold at par and and issue 
of $2,050,000 of 7 per cent deben- 
tures was disposed of at 98 The 
volume of the mortgage bonds pur- 
chased by St. Louisans was esti- 
mated at about $1,000,000.

an independent movement. I wasn’t. 
I was a good Klansman, and liked 
the work. But the word went out— 
‘Get rid of Shepard.’ 

“In spite of Evans and his crowd, 
the Black Guard idea spread like 
wildfire. All the Klansmen wanted 
to join, because it was something 
new and very special. They would 
come to me and ask if they could 
start units, and I'd tell them to go 
ahead; they called me the com- 
mander-in-chief, but I guess I 
wasn't much of a chief. I tried to 
run it on the principles of old 
Southern chivalry, but it sort of got 
away from me, and wildcat units 
sprang up everywhere. 

“T have nothing to do with that 
outfit over in Michigan. They must 
be crazy. The fellows who killed 
that man Poole ought to be hanged. 
They violated all the principles of 
the Legion. But the trouble is, a 
good night rider has to be born. 
Just like a good violinist. He has 
to understand the ideals of the Old 
South.” 


Shepard lives in a large, rambling 
comfortable house. Aside from his 
salary of $25 a month as Health 
Commissioner, which he has had 
for 15 yéars, his visible means of

Lacking in Discipline. 


Investigation of the Legion has 
tended to confirm its founder’s 
description to this extent: It has a 
very loose organization and little, 
if any, national discipline. Indeed, 
local discipline is conspicuously 
lacking. It appears to be little 
more than a sprawling aggregation 
of local mobs, not always going un- 
der the same name. 

Shepard speaks affectionately of 
“My Blacks,” or “My Black Guard.” 
Many chapters in Michigan: and 
Ohio are known as “Bullet Clubs,” 
and members carry bullets as a 
sign of membership. In Indiana, 
the affiliated chapter members are 
called “Redlegs”; in Pennsylvania, 
“Bucktails,” and in Virginia, the 
“Black Brigade.” Colorado has an 
organization of “Black Shirts.” 


Available figures of the ‘size of 
the membership are virtually 
worthless. Leaders claim 125,000 in 
Michigan. Commissioner Oscar 
Olander, head of the State police, 
who is conducting the state-wide 
investigation, yesterday said to this 
writer: 

“I don’t believe they ever had 
anywhere near 100,000 active mem- 
bers in this State. In the first 
place, it was a common practice 
to forcibly shanghai members or in- 
veigle them into the order on false 
representations and 90 per cent of 
these never went near it again. Oth- 
ers who joined in good faith be- 
came ashamed of the lawless acts 
of the leaders, and got out.

Auxiliary Disbanded — “Ladies 
Talked Too Much.” 

How a women’s auxiliary of the 
Black Legion was organized here 
about two years ago,.and summar- 
ily disbanded six weeks ago by 
order of the men’s organization— 
largely “because the ladies talked 
too much”’—was related yesterday 
by Mrs. Grace Lupp, who headed 
the auxiliary, and Mrs. Geraldine 
Nankervis, who served as “captain” 
of a section, 

Mrs. Lupp is the wife of Art F. 
Lupp, “general” of the Legion in 
Michigan. Mrs. Nankervis’ hus- 
band, Cecil, is a “major” in the Le- 
gion. 

In giving details about the auxil- 
iary, Mrs. Nankervis related that 
the women borrowed their men- 
folks’ black robes and hoods, swore 
the same “blood oaths” at pistol 
point, and pledged themselves to 
obey the orders of their superior 
officers “even unto death.” How- 
ever, she added, none of them be- 
lieved it would come to that. 

In fact, she admitted, the princi- 
pal advantages in joining were that 
it enabled them to understand what 
was keeping their husbands away 
from home so many nights, and af- 
forded them opportunities to “get 
together for good, long talks.” 
Moreover, the mystery and romance 
of the proceedings was not without 
allure, although the women appar- 
ently took this less seriously than 
the men. 

Police Have 300 Names,

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Admin- 
istration forces in the Senate won 
the first test today in their move 
to revive the Florida ship canal 
and Passamaquoddy, Me., tide har- 
nessing projects. 

The Senate overruled a parlia- 
mentary point of order against an 
amendment to the $2,369,000,000 re- 
lief-deficiency bill authorizing new 
appropriations for.the two projects 
if they were approved by boards of 
engineérs. The proposal was made 
by Robinson of Arkansas, the Dem- 
ocratic leader. The boards would 
make their reports his July July 
20. 

The Senate’s 53 to 21 vote against 
the point of order raised by Senator 
Adams (Dem.), Colorado brought 
the amendment up for a_ debate 
which promised to delay approval 
of the measure. 

Clark Also Beaten. 

Earlier, Senator Clark (Dem.), 
Misouri, made a point of order 
against the whole section of the 
bill providing that none of the re- 
lief money should be spent for pro- 
jects that could not be completed 
without additional money. Clark’s 
appeal, if carried, would have sent 
the bill back to committee, but it 
was beaten, 53 to 19, in a vote 
spliting party lines. 

The measure carries $1,425,000,- 
000 for next year’s relief program. 

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
charged tiday that President Roose- 
velt had exceeded his authority in 
creating the Resettlement Adminis- 
tration. He said that was “clearly 


the law.” 

Recalling that he had voted for 
the $4,880,000,000 relief act, Austin 
added: “If I had had any idea there 
was to be set up such an instru- 
ment of power I would not have 
voted for that measure.” 

Austin cited the recent decision 
of the District of Columbia Court 
of Appeals condemning the grant 
of power in last year’s relief act. 
He contended the pending bill dis- 
regarded that decision. 

Return of administration of relief 
to the States, as proposed in an 
amendment by Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, was advocated by 
Austin as a means of economizing 
and assuring that relief funds were 
used for the aid of jobless. 

Action Yesterday. 

After heawag Senator La Fol- 
lette (Prog.), Wisconsin defend the 
Resettlement Administration, the 
Senate, by a vote of 38 to 28, decid- 
ed yesterday to continue financial 
backing of the program to buy up 
poor farm land and transfer agri- 
cultural families to better soil. 

As passed by the House, the bill 
provided that $85,500,000 could be 
used for “rural rehabilitation” and 
some other purposes. A Senate 
committee struck out “rural reha- 
bilitation,” but the Senate vote yes- 
terday restored the words. 

The Government is appealing the 
District of Columbia Court of Ap- 
peals’ adverse ruling. 

La Follette said much of the 
criticism against Tugwell’s agency 
was unjustified. Asserting the re- 
settlement program may prove “one 
of the most constructive steps this 
Government has taken in years,” 
he said the nation must “turn back 
the tide resulting from profligate 
and wasteful use of the soil.” 
Senator* Glass (Dem.), Virginia 
fought for the committee viewpoint 
on the ground that Congress al- 
ready had appropriated $450,000,000 
for soil conservation.

Canton Government Protest. 

The powerful southwest govern- 
ment of Canton joined the central 
administration at Nanking in pro- 
testing against the increase of Jap- 
anese troops in North China. 

“Japan’s determination to remain 
permanently in China is plain,” the 
protest stated. “This act constitutes 
a flagrant violation of China’s sov- 
ereignty. 

“Japan says she wishes to assist 
China in suppressing Communist 
soldiers in North China. We reply 
that this task belongs solely to the 
Chinese Government, with which 
Japan has no right to interfere. 

“We expect the 11 signatory Pow- 
ers of the Boxer Protocol to pro- 
test Japan’s action. We summon 
all Chinese to resist the perpetra- 
tion of this act of aggression.” 

Newspaper Charges. 

Chinese newspapers charged that 
Japan intended to expand its naval 
forces in North Chinese waters by 
sending six or eight cruisers and 
destroyers from Port Arthur to 
Tangku.

HOUSE VOTES TO BAR 
PRICE DISCRIMINATION 


Passes Bill 290 to 16—Similar 
Measure Already Ap- 
proved by Senate. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Legis- 
lation to prohibit price discrimina- 
tion by manufacturers in favor of 
chain stores and other quantity 
purchasers was approved by the 
House by a 290-to-16 standing vote 
yesterday. 

The bill is similar to a measure 
already passed by the Senate. 

Introduced by Representative 
Patman (Dem.), Texas, chairman 
of a special committee investigat- 
ing sales practices, the bill seeks 
to prohibit inequitable discounts to 
chain stores and other large pur- 


chasers through fictitious manufac- 


allowances, 
similar prac- 


turer's advertising 
brokerage fees and 
tices. 

Before passing the bill, the House 
took out without opposition a sec- 
tion forbidding the so-called bas- 
ing-point system of sales distribu- 
tion. The section would have pro- 
hibited sale of goods to dealers on 
the basis of arbitrary prices fixed 
at given points over the country. 

Classification Dropped. 

The House also dropped a_ re- 
quirement for classification of buy- 
ers as wholesalers or retailers on 
the basis of their character of sell- 
ing instead of their status as buy- 
ers. These eliminations brought 
the House measure into’ general 
conformity with the Senate bill by 
Senator Robinson (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas. 

There remained, however, differ- 
ences to be worked out in confer- 
ence, including the Borah-Van 
Nuys rider, approved in the Sen- 
ate. Previously offered unsuccess- 
fully in the House by Representa- 
tive Healey (Dem.), Massachusetts, 
it would substitute a _ three-para- 
graph bill, merely. declaring dis- 


| 


crimination through advertising re- 
bates and such: to be unlawful and 
providing a maximum penalty of 
$5000 fine and one year’s imprison- 
ment. 

Patman said this would in effect 
kill the bill. He was confident the 
proposal would be dropped in the 
Senate-House conference. 

Although 16 amendments were 
offered, all were beaten except four 
by Judiciary Committee members. 
One by Representative McLaughlin 
(Dem.), Nebraska, would include 
services or facilities along with 
prices as bases of discrimination 
determination. 

Goodyear Case Change. 

Another, offered by Representa- 
tive Miller (Dem.), Arkansas, was 
requested by the Federal Trade 
Commission to obviate possible ne- 
cessity for new proceedings in a 
pending case involving the Good- 
year Tire & Rubber Co. The Com- 
mission has ordered the company 
to discontinue discounts to a mail 
order house and an appeal has been 
taken. 

Representative Celler (Dem.), 
New York, who filed a minority 
committee report, led the opposi- 
tion, contending the measure would 
hamper farm co-operatives and 
others. 

Chairman Jones (Dem.), Texas of 
the Agriculture Committee, sought 
to write in a stipulation that the 
legislation should not apply to in- 
dividual farmers and stock grow- 
ers in marketing unprocessed prod- 
ucts. Miller contended they were 
amply taken care of already in the 
measure, and the amendment was 
defeated on an 81-to-89 teller vote. 
Representative Robertson (Dem.), 
Vermont, ‘ost by a 23-to-72 stand- 
ing vote an amendment to permit 
persons such as fruit shippers to 
cut prices.

MARKET REGULATION 
BILL PASSES SENATE 


Several Commodities Added to 
List Under Rules on Trading 
in Futures, 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—After 
the withdrawal of controversial cot- 
ton amendments, the Senate today 
passed the commodity exchange 
regulation bill, passed by the House 
last session. The vote was 60 to 16. 
It now goes back to the House be- 
cause of amendments. 

The measure would extend and 
broaden Federal reguiatory powers 


over commodity futures exchanges, 
It would amend the grain futures 
act of 1922'to add cotton, rice, mill 
feeds, butter, eggs and Irish pota- 
toes to the list of commodities in 
which future trading is regulated 
by that measure. Commodities in- 
cluded in the 1922 faw were corn, 
wheat, rye, oats, barley, flaxseed 
and grain sorghums. 

Chief among the broader powers 
given the Commodity Futures Com- 
mission in the new bill is one to 
fix limits on future trading in com- 
modities to prevent excessive spec- 
ulation. 

No limitations, however, could be 
placed upon bona fide hedging 
which the bill defines as the sale 
of futures when actual commodities 
have been purchased or the sale of 
commodities when futures have 
been purchased. 

Trade practices, such as wash 
tion trades would be prohibited, as 
would bucketing orders. 

The measure also contains a gen- 
eral provision against cheating, 
making false reports or deception 
by any means. 

Under the new bill, the Secretary 
of Agriculture, who, with the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and the Attor- 
ney-General, comprise the commis- 
sion, may deal with individual vio- 
lators of future trading regulations. 

The power to deal with contract 
markets still would be reserved to 
the commission, but because of the 
number of small violators the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture would be em- 
powered to deal with them. 

One of the chief Senate amend- 
ments, which the House must con- 
sider, was the addition of potatoes 
to the list of commodities affected.

Outlaw Pleads Guilty, 
Testifies James Wofford 
Hired Him’ to Kill the 
Rev. James A. Radford. 


CASE NEARS CLOSE 
AT CENTERVILLE 


Final Arguments Being 
Heard, Then Jury Will 
Consider Evidence of 
Shooting in 1933. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

CENTERVILLE, Mo., May 29. — 
The case of James Wofford, 72-year- 
old Reynolds County farmer, on trial 
for the first-degree murder by con- 
spiracy of the Rev. James A. Rad- 
ford, a preacher of the hills, was 
expected to go to the jury today, fol- 
lowing closing arguments this morn- 
ing. 

The trial was begun yesterday 
afternoon shortly after Robert Cam- 
den, a convict, abruptly ended _ his 
trial for the murder by changing 
his plea of “not guilty” to “guilty” 
just as the final arguments were 
about to begin. Camden had asked 
the Court’s permission to change 
his plea because.“the rope was too 
plain,” indicating he did not relish 
the idea of being prosecuted by 
John H. Keith of Ironton, of the 
State’s staff. 

Testifying for the State yesterday 
afternoon, Camden told how he had 
been hired by Wofford to kill the 
Rev. Mr. Radford, and how in Aug- 
ust, 1933, he shot the preacher from 
ambush after waiting early in the 
morning for him to appear from his 
home. 

“Wanted Neighbor Bumped Off.” 

“I went out to see Wofford,” the 
witness related, “and he told me he 
had a neighbor he wanted bumped 
off. I asked him how much he 
would give me and he said $200.” 

It was then agreed, Camden con- 
tinued, that Wofford would give 
him $100 at that time and $100 after 
the killing. Camden said he and 
his cousin, Mac Camden, a co-de- 
fendant, went to the _ preacher's 
home two days before the shooting 
to “look around and see who I was 
to kill.” He said they saw the Rev. 
Mr. Radford repairing the barn at 
the rear of his home and talked to 
his daughter, Miss Ruby Radford. 

The night before the shooting, 
the witness continued, he and Mac 
Camden, with two women, spent 
the night in the woods about a mile 
from the preacher’s home. The next 
morning they left the women, say- 
ing they were going to get some 
whisky, and went to within 50 
yards of the preacher’s home, when

The preacher finally came out of 
the house, and as he was’ going 
through the gate to the hog pen 
in the rear, Camden said he shot 
him, the bullet hitting him in the 
head. He said he had shot him 
with a long .22 caliber rifle. 

“We ran off into the woods,” he 
said, “and soaked our feet in coal 
oil to keep the blood hounds from 
following us.” 

Denies Paying Money. 

At this point Wofford, dressed 
in blue overalls and shirt, took the 
stand to testify in his own defense. 
Slightly deaf, the prosecutors and 
his attorneys were required to 
shout their questions to him, and 
frequently they had to repeat the 
inquiries. 

The defendant denied he had 
paid Camden money to have the 
Rev. Mr. Radford killed, adding 
that he had never had any trouble 
with the preacher and had no rea- 
son to have him murdered. 

He charged that Camden’s testi- 
mony against him was only “an at- 
tempt to get even” with him, as he 
had aided the Sheriff in a plan to 
capture him on a burglary charge. 
He said he had kept Camden around 
his farm prior to the shooting for 
that purpose, and some time after 
the shooting, devised a plan where- 
by Camden would be caught. The 
plan failed, he said, when the Sher- 
iff arrived too early and Camden 
escaped out a rear door.

of these loans only $123,531.21 has 
been paid, and the net investment 
of the company in them has reached 
$1,807,161.47 through arrearages in 
interest. 


In November of that same year, 
Wilson was in control of the af- 
fairs of both the Federal Reserve 
Lifs and the Farmers’ National, and 
brought about: reinsurance of the 
Farmers’ National by the Federal 
Reserve Life at a cost to the latter 
of $1,050,831, which Judge Pollock 
said in his opinion was largely in 
excess of its worth. As an indi- 
cation that it was a losing vegture 
for the Federal Reserve Life, the 
judge said that of the $40,000,000 
of insurance acquired by the deal, 
less than $18,000,000 remained in 
force at the time of the receiver- 
ship hearing. 


Transaction Court Suspects. 

However, the deal which Judge 
Pollock suggested should be inves- 
tigated to determine whether there 
was actual fraud was made in July 
last year, when the directors of the 
Federal Reserve Life authorized the 
sale and exchange of $124,000 worth 
of mortgages and real estate which 
it owned for mortgages on real es- 
tate in Nebraska and South Dako- 
ta. Most of the mortgages were 
taken from the company’s reserve 
deposit in Indiana and exchanged 
for an equal face value amount of 
mortgages. It was alleged in the 
receivership petition that the mort- 
gages received in exchange were 
not worth 25 per cent of those 
turned over by the Federal Re- 
serve Life. 

At least Judge Pollock said the 
gvidence showed that only $51,000 
of the Nebraska and South Dakota 
mortgages were deposited with the 
Insurance Commissioner of Indi- 
ana, while $73,000 of them were 
held in the company’s office. = '!t 
was the Judge’s expressed theory 
that if the $73,000 of mortgages 
were of value they would have been 
deposited inasmuch as the company 
at that time was short nearly $169,- 
000 in the amount of reserves which 
it was legally required to have on 
deposit. 

“If this exchange agreement on 
the part of the officers is not ac- 
tually tinctured with fraud,” Judge 
Pollock said in his opinion, “it con- 
stituted gross mismanagement and 
dissipation of assets, and in my 
judgment should be carefully inves- 
tigated and if, as may appear, 
fraudulent, the guilty should be 
punished.” 


Big Salaries and Expenses. 


The opinion found that in the 
last two years, when the insolvent 
condition of the company was ap- 
parent and when it lacked ready 
cash to meet current obligations 
and demands of withdrawing po!- 
icyholders, the officers and direc- 
tors paid themselves $180,000 in 
salaries and exorbitant’ traveling 
expenses. In the two years the 
company lost $12,000,000 of insur- 
ance and wrote only $2,000,000 of 
new business. 

Another expenditure which the 
court held showed mismanagement 
was the $25,000 payment to Ben- 
jamin Fineman of Chicago to re- 
vamp and extend mortgage loans 
in Illinois. The court held that this 


‘work was the duty of the officers 
of the company. 


Massey Wilson came into control 
of the Federal Reserve Life in 
1928, when the Insurance Invest- 
ment Corporation of St. Louis, a 
Massey Wilson holding company, 
acquired control of a majority of 
the stock. Through a transaction 
not disclosed in the court record, 
this control soon afterward passed 
to the Fire Insurance Co. of Chi- 


cago, also a Massey Wilson holding 
company. 

Wilson as an individual, in open 
control of the Federal Reserve Life, 
seems to have passed out of the pic- 
ture late in 1929, but it was stated 
in the court proceedings that the 
evidence indicated he was always 
some place in the background, re- 


turning to personal control in Feb- | 


ruary of this year. 
Options to Bushman. 

But whatever that exact situa- 
tion, soon after control of the stock 
passed to the Fire Insurance Co. of 
Chicago, it gave an irrevocable op- 
tion (for a stated consideration of 
$1) to B. Frank Bushman of De- 
troit, son of the Bushman of the 
previous mortgage deals, to pur- 
chase 15,100 shares of Federal Re- 
serve Life stock, that being a ma- 
jority, and also gave him an irre- 
vocable power of attorney to vote 
that number of shares. 

It does not appear that Bushman 
ever exercised his option to pur- 
chase the stock, but he did exercise 
the option to vote it. He caused 
himself to be eletted president of 
the company and remained in that 
position until he died in July, 1934. 

While he was president, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Life bought $1,300,000 
of. mortgages from the Security 
Mortgage Co., of Detroit, which was 
owned by himself and his father. 
These mortgages were alleged in 
the receivership petition to have 
been in default for several years and 
the taxes on the property they cov- 
er are delinquent. 

$1,000,000 Deal. 

It was also alleged in the petition 
that the Federal Reserve Life under 
his direction entered into a further 
agreement to purchase $1,500,000 of 
mortgages from the same family- 
owned company, and on that agree- 
ment the Federal Reserve Life ad- 
vanced approximately $1,000,000 to 
the elder Bushman and his wife. 

The Fire Insurance Co. of Chi- 
cago, owning 15,100 shares of the 
Federal Reserve Life stock, became 
insolvent and custody of the stock 
went to a statutory liquidator in 
Illinois. In the liquidation of it, in 
a manner not explained in the court 
proceedings, the stock went back to 
Massey Wilson, who again took 
charge of the company in February 
of this year, and installed as new 
officers men who had been con- 
nected with the company. 

The action, which resulted in the 
appointment of William R. Baker, 
former Insurance Commissioner of 
Kansas, as receiver, was instituted 
by Jerome S. Koehler, a Kansas 
City, Kan., attorney, for Webster W. 
Holloway of Kansas City, Mo., who 
in addition to being a policyholder, 
is a stockholder in the company. 

Under the order of Judge Pollock, 
Baker will operate the company 4s 
a going concern, but will immedi- 
ately advertise for bids for reinsur- 
ance of the Federal Reserve Life 
policies. 

Wilson is a director of Central 
States Life Insurance Co. of St. 
Louis, having been elected to that 


board in February.

ROOEVEIS TALK 
ON TOUR ANNOUNCE 


Besides Set Addresses He Wil 
Make About Six Other 
Speeches.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Prest- 
dent Roosevelt's itinerary for his 
week’s trip beginning June 8 was 
virtually complete today with three 
set speeches and probably half a 
dozen others in at least four states, 


Although the President has said 
his addresses will deal with his- 
torical subjects, political observers 
believe he will depart from his an- 
nounced topics at some points to 
say a word for New Dealers seek- 
ing re-election. 

Four states—Arkansas, Texas, In- 
diana and Kentucky—will be vis 
ited. The Kentucky visit definitely 
has been decided on—probably the 
Lincoln log cabin shrine at Hodgen- 
ville—on the return journey. 

The prepared addresses will be 
at Little Rock, Ark., Dallas, Tex., 
and Vincennes, Ind. Leaving here 
June 8, the President will make a 
day speech at Little Rock June 10 
in commemorating the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of Arkansas’ 
entrance into the Union. En route 
to the Texas Independence Cen- 
tennial at Dallas, where he will de 
liver a morning speech June 12 and 
motor around the fair grounds, the 
executive will make brief talks at 
the San Jacinto battlefield at Hous- 
ton on the morning of the 11th and 
at the Alamo at San Antonio later 
in the day. The Dallas speech will 
be broadcast. 

On the way from San Antonio to 
Dallas he will stop at Austin, the 
State capital, the night of June 11 
for a short speech from the train 
platform. 

After the Dallas address he will 
go by automobile to Fort Worth, 
about 30 miles away, and perhaps 
make a brief talk there before go- 
ing on to the nearby home of his 
son, Elliot, to spend the night of 
June 12. 

On the way out of Texas the next

he will dedicate. a memorial to

A. F.L. SAYS JOBLESS 
ARE BELOW 12,000,000 


726,000 Unemployed Put 
Back to Work in April, 
It Is Estimated. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 29.—Wil- 

liam Green, président of the Amer- 

ican Federation of Labor, esti- 


mated yesterday that “the striking 
rise in production and in business 
generally” during April put 726,- 
000 unemployed back to work, 
bringing the Federation’s estimate 
of total unemployment beiow 12,- 
000,000 for the first time since 1931. 

The Federation estimated 40,- 
845,000 persons were at work and 
that the number out of work had 
been reduced from 12,183,000 at the 
end of March to 11,506,000. 

Green expressed concern, how- 
ever, that re-employment was not 
keeping pace with business recov- 
ery and concluded “if American 
business is to justify itself as a sys- 
tem which can provide for the na- 
tion’s needs, we must look forward 
to the time when all those who 
want work will be able to find jobs 
producinng goods or services.” 

Green said one reason for the 
lag in re-employment as compared 
with business activity was the 
lengthening of the work week, re- 
porting “two and one quarter hours 
have been added in manufacturing 
industries since last year and the 
trend in hours still is upward.” 

Trade union’ reports, he added, 
however, showed that employment 
was continuing to make upward 
strides in May. 

“Our figure,” he said, “shows 14 
per cent of the membership out of 
work in May as compared to 15.1 
per cent in April and 18.3 per cent 
in May a year ago. Of our 24 re- 
porting cities, 18 reported employ- 
ment gains.” 

Green said all recognized indica- 
tors showed industrial activity was 
well ahead of that a year ago. 
“Nearly 1,500,000 have come back 
to work in these 12 months,” he 
said, “but population increases have 
added 600,000 to the army of job 
seekers, making a net reduction in 
unemployment of only 900,000.”

Frank Lovejoy, sales manager of 
the Socony-Vacuum Oil Co., and 
Brien McMahon, assistant United 
States Attorney-Gen*ral, were the 
speakers at a luncheon today. Jo- 
seph E. Zipf, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce’s sales man- 
agers’ bureau, presided at the open- 
ing session.

Banks showed member bank reserve bDai- 
ances resumed their upward ciimb during 
the week ended May 27 which saw the 
addition of $53,000,000 to the total. 

Total Reserve balances are now $5,747,- 
000,000, estimated by the Reserve Board 
at about $2,900,000,000 in excess of legal 
requirements. 

he inflow of gold was near norma)! dur- 
ing the week, wnich showed an increase of 
$13,000,000 to bring the total to $10,- 
388,000,000. This gain is in contrast with 
an increase of $73,000,000 during the pre- 
vious week when the latest movement of 
gold from France was in full swing. 

The condition statement said: 

“The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve Bank credit outstanding during the 
week ended May 27, as reported by the 
Federal Reserve Banks, was $2,474,000.- 
000. a decrease of $7,000,000 compared 
with the preceding week and of $1,000,000 
compared with the corresponding week ig 
1935. 

“On May 27 total Reserve Bank credié 
amounted to $2,466,000,000, a decrease of 
$4,000,000 for the week. This decrease 
corresponds with decerases of $29,000,000 
in November deposits and other Federal 
Reserve accounts and $22,000,000 in 
Treasury cash and deposits with Federal 
Reserve Banks, and an increase of $13,- 
000,000 in monetary gold atock, offset in 
part by increases of $53,000,000 in mem- 
ber bank reserve balances and $6,000,000 
in money in circulation, Member bank 
reserve balances on May 27 were estimated 
to be approximately $2,900,000,000 in ex< 
cess of legal requirements. 

“Relatively small changes were reported 
in holdings of discounted and purchased 
bills and industrial advances. An increase 
of $2,000,000 in holdings of United States 
Treasury bills was offset by a decrease of 
$2,000,000 in holdings of 
notes.’’

Walter Brown, National Commit- 
teeman from Ohio, and Ed Schorr, 
Ohio Republican State Chairman, 
as represenatives of the “powerful 
financial and corporate interests” 
now dominating the party. 

Vague as to Possible Action. 

As in former political addresses, 
Borah was vague as to what course 
he will follow if the Cleveland con- 
vention spurns his candidacy and 
his anti-monopoly platform planks. 

“So far as I am personally con- 
cerned,” he said, “there is nothing 
the convention may do, no action 
it may take, which will leave its 
impress upon me one hour after it 
shall have finally closed its doors. 
I have watched the growth of 
monopoly and called attention to 
its effects for many, many years. 
The evidence is now all about us. 
We cannot be uninformed as to the 
situation. What the party does 
under present conditions, there- 
fore, I must regard as final.” 

If this statement means what 
it seems to say, Borah has served 
notice that he will “take a walk” 
or “go fishing” if the convention 
does not adopt a forceful anti- 
monopoly program. This item ap- 
parently Borah regards as the sine 
qua non of the party platform. No 
matter what else the convention 
does, if it refuses. his favorite 
plank, he will wash his hands of 
the party, to. which he has been 
“regular” for the past 30 years, 
and go his lonely way. 

Partial Text of Speech. 

The text of Senator Borah's pre- 
pared speech in part follows: 

“No extensive contact with the 
voters of this country is necéssary 
to convince one that the bitter ex- 
periences through which the Ameri- 
can electorate has passed in recent 
years has left Ms deep impress upon 
their hearts'and minds. One reaches 
this concPusion even from a limited 
opportunity te see them and to hear 
them and from the deluge of mail 
coming to one's desk. 

“They have heard much debate. 
They will hear more. They have 
had many sad years in which to 
reflect on all matters pertaining to 
their interests — to them this elec- 
tion is something more than a mere 
party contest, and they constitute 
a tribunal from which there is no 
appeal. There are some whose con- 
ception of party loyalty will prob- 
ably cause them to doubt my sincer- 
ity when I say: I want to see the 
cause of the Republican party 
placed before this tribunal in a way 
best calculated to win its approval. 
I may be in error as to the best 
way, but I hope to give ample proof 
that I believe in that way. No one 
familiar with the situation, as in- 
dicated by the poll books in the dif- 
ferent states, can doubt that the 
party has reached a crisis in its 
history where ‘flattery and false- 
hood can no longer deceive and 
simplicity itself can no longer mis- 
lead.” 

Candidates, Platforms ‘the Same. 

“In speaking of the position of 
the party with reference to public

questions, as I do in the following 
remarks, it is not my view that its 
position can be determined, or even 
fully defined, by the platform 
alone. In this campaign, extraord- 
inary as it undoubtedly will be in 
all its phases, the candidates of the 
respective parties will be the plat- 
forms. 

“The Republican party has trifled 
a long time with the question of 
surrendering our traditional for- 
eign policy and all to its utter dis- 
credit. It has had neither the 
courage to reject wholly nor to de- 
fend wholly this policy—invaluable 
to the welfare of the American peo- 
ple and indispensable to the per- 
petuity of American institutions. 

“It is to be hoped that the posi- 
tion of the party will no longer be 
left in doubt and that all schemes, 
with whatever plausible pretense 
presented, designed to draw us into 
foreign controversies and foreign 
wars, will be put at rest. We want 
no part in any foreign wars. 

“If we are not prepared as a 
party to strike down monopoly and 
price-fixing, and all monopolistic 
practices, to take this action in or 
der that men may enjoy economic 
freedom, that purchasing power 
may be restored to the masses—the 
answer to the farmer hunting for 
a market and labor hunting for a 
job—if we are not prepared to deal 
with this issue, which means bread 
and clothing and opportunity to 
millions, we will get nowhere with 
the discussion of political liberty, 
or of constitutional government as 
a campaign issue. 


Government Concentration. 

“If one quarter of one per cent 
of all the corporations in the Unit- 
ed States, as they have and do, 
control one-half of all corporate 
wealth and fix prices on many of 
the most essential things in our 
daily living, then, as to the most 
vital things in life, the means and 
standard of living, concentration of 
economic power is already estab- 
lished and, if continued, concentra- 
tion of governmental power to meet 
the situation will inevitably follow. 
Will we long, as a people, be able 
to maintain a situation under a con- 
stitution which declares you may 
not fix prices on the farm or in 
the home because of state lines, but 
private corporate interests may fix 
prices throughout the entire coun- 
try regardless of state lines? 

“On my desk is a letter from an 
ndependent oil company which says: 
‘The Standard Oil and four other 
companies are out to secure the 
monopoly of the world’s oil produc- 
tion. They have it now in the Unit- 
ed States. We, who are known as 
Independentg are permitted now to 
follow the oil business with the 
grace of the Standard Oil Co. and 
its associates.’ 

“The oil companies, or some of 
them, have been extremely active 
in this pre-convention campaign. 
Their representatives will sit in the 
convention. Some of us shall he 
interested to know where they 
throw their influence. If the Re- 
publican party can find no way to 
control the economic power which 
these companies exert upor’ every 
person in the land, regardless of 
state lines, shall we hope to make 
effective with the voters our argu- 
ment that state rights under the 
Constitution must be maintained? 
These oil companies are now, as pri- 
vate corporations, exerting a power 
over the private citizen in the re- 
spective states which the Constitu- 
tion has declared the Government 
does not possess. 

Supreme Court Rulings. 


“The Supreme Court has declared 
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the Federal Government has no 
power to control production nor any 
way to affect farm prices on the 
farm. That, it is declared, is a 
matter with which the states alone 
may deal. But five corporations, in 
no wise hindered by state lines, 
may, and do, control produttion and 
affect farm prices by fixing prices 
on the implements without which 
roduction cannot go forward. What 
the Government may not do affirm- 
atively, or negatively, may not do 
for want of power, private corpora- 
tions are permitted to do regardless 
of state lines or state rights. 

“There are no state lines and no 
state rights and no private rights 
apparently as against the practices 
and exploitation of combines and 
monopolies. As to them this is one 
ast consolidated empire, the richest 
prey that human greed ever seized 
upon. 

“The depression was something 
more than an economic breakdown. 
It was also a warning—a warning 
that an economic setup which 
leaves one-half the nation in the 
midst of vast plenty with the bare 
necessities of life, is compatible 
neither with sound economy or free 
government. What is the party go- 
ing to,do about it? Will it under 
the malign influence of organiza- 
tion politics backed by corporate 
and monopolistic interests, disre- 
gard this question or seek to cif- 
cumvent straight and effective ac- 
tion? Or will it meet in the open?” 

Again High in Party. 

“The high place in the counsels 
of the party which corporate and 
monopolistic interests have long oc- 
cupied is known to all the world. 
At one time these influences were 
challenged by a great Republican 
leader. They have again been able 
however, to bring about a condi- 
tion where the supreme party prob- 
lem is this: Can and will the party 
drive these forces frcm its counsels, 
disregard their satellites and break 
their grip upon its policies and its 
deeds? If we are in this respect 
prepared to disregard the supreme 
interests of the people, it would be 
vain during the campaign to dis- 
cuss constitutional questions and 
the validity of constitutional gov- 
ernment to offer direct insult to 
the people’s understanding by tell- 
ing them we are not able to pro- 
tect them. The party has paid 
dearly for the demoralizing pres- 
ence of these influences. The be- 
ginning of this great campaign it 
is enjoying less power in national 
affairs than at any time in its his- 
tory. In the name of the’ people 
and in the name of the party, the 
time is ripe for an accounting and 
a dissolution of the partnership. 

“Recently I received a letter from 
a distinguished person in which he 
said: ‘Why keep up this fight 
against monopolies? You can not 
win. Assuming you are right, you 
cannot succeed. The forces against 
you are stronger than you have any 
idea.’ 

“Let us not be so sure we: can 
hot win. Public opinion can do 
anything in this country. And pub- 
lic opinion like the great Missis- 
sippi may have its source among 
the pebbles. 

Challenge to Voters. 

“An effort is being made to con- 
vince the people that to vote for 
the Republican party does not 
mean we are going back. But. that 
depends. If the men who have 
deminsced the party in recent years 
and who are seeking to dominate 
it still continue to control the par- 
ty, it is a challenge to the common 
sense of the voters of the country 
to tell them we are not going back 
in case we are given power. We 
will go back.

PHILADELPHIA WPA OFFICERS

Court Hearing Ordered for Monday

WASHINGTON, May 29.

None of these struck home harder to 
us than Miss Powell’s crackup, for she 
radiated health, incandescent spirits and 
inflexible ambition. Let’s take a look at 
her life, for that reason, from the cradle 
to the hospital, as the authentic records 
reveal it. 

Eleanor Torrey Powell, whom close 
friends call “Ding,” was born in Spring- 
field, Mass., in 1913. Her father, Clar- 
ence Powell, was and is a successful busi- 
ness man. 

In the early, difficult years, Eleanor 
was a gangling kid, not especially prepos- 
sessing of face or figure, with a tendency 
to shun the crowd and play by herself.

She later 
studied under Jack Donahue, who till his 
collapse and death under professional 
self-pressure, was the undisputed top in 
American male dancers. 

Donahue advised the tentative Pavlowa 
to abandon ballet work. Audiences 
weren't interested in it any more, he said, 
why not try taps? She did, and from 
then on her successful progress in musi- 
cal comedy was emphatic. 

She had her first important dancing 
part in “Follow Through.’ Later she was 
seen—and applauded—in “Fine and Dan- 
dy,” starring Joe Cook; Ziegfeld’s ‘Hot- 
Cha,” George White’s Scandals and Varie- 
ties, Billy Rose’s “Crazy Quilt,” and the 
ill-fated Casino de Paree. 

With featured billing in “At Home 
Abroad,” a big, bustling topical revue at 
the Winter Garden, co-starring Beatrice 
Lillie and Ethel Waters came Miss 
Powell's stubbornly fought-for, thorough- 
ly merited triumph. The town rang with 
her name, and she was hailed as the fem- 
inine equivalent of Fred Astaire. 

The exciting first night was a double 
premiere for Eleanor, for across the 
street from the Winter Garden, “Broad- 
way Melody of 1936,” in which she was 
featured, was opening on the screen.

WHY GREAT ARTISTS' NERVES SNAP 
By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


ECHNICAL perfection—of any kind— 
T is always bought at a price. The price 

is not of a material nature—it is some 
part of the soul. The man who makes a 
better mouse trap than his neighbor finds 
the world beating a path to his door and 
he would rather be left alone to make 
mouse traps. 


It is that conflict between the world 


and the individual which creates one 
form of a nervous breakdown. There are 
many other kinds. In fact so many that 
the term hardly has any meaning to a 
medical man, except that it says: “We 
are calling this a nervous breakdown to 
let you know that this human being’s or- 
ganism is temporarily unable to function 
in its own world.” 


The artist is particularly liable to these 
conflicts because there is no standard to 
measure the degree of finality of the ar- 
tists’ accomplishments. I said technical 
perfection, but for the greatest artist— 
whether poet, violinist or tap dancer — 
there is no such thing as perfection. No 
matter how perfectly he seems to have 
done his work, no matter how effortless 
the performance may seem to the specta- 
tor, within himself or herself the true ar- 
tist has a small still voice which says— 
“You can do that better. Just here or 
there you fail.” 


Such feelings the second-rate artist does 
not know, and in his mediocrity he is lia- 
ble to be happy. It is not the third best 
pianist in Hollywood who is headed for 
a nervous breakdown. ‘Indeed one of the 
things that helps to bring the greatest 
artist to that state is to hear some out- 
sider compare him with his inferior. It 
is impossible for a first rater not to de- 
spise anyone who is satisfied with less. 


Does it never happen to you when some 
brilliant night at the theater a beautiful 


woman is flashing through some utterly 
graceful maneuver of the dance, that the 
lights fade, in your imagination, the rapt 
audience disappears, the garish colors of 
the silken curtain change and you see 
only the back room of a dingy boarding 
house where a tense young girl is end- 
lessly going through step after step until 
the muscles beat out the rhythm of their 
own volition? 

Is it strange that when the time has 
come that the gift is ready, when it is 
brought before a world which does not 
know the long and lonely struggle which 


went before, that there would be many. 


antagonisms to rip the nerves in shreds. 

Tap, tap, tap those feet have beaten 
out the measure, up stairs and down, 
across the stage until they have beaten 
a refrain in the dancer’s brain. Tap, tap, 
tap—that step which cost so many hours 
is received in stupid silence. Tap, tap- 
pity, tap—and that step which any hoofer 
in the sticks can do evokes uproarious 
applause. 


Yes, and then the chilling thought that 
though the hoped for moment has come, 
it may not last. The great beast bores 
so quickly. So she must fling herself at 
it over and over again while the time is 
ripe. Fulfill as many engagements as 
possible day and night. And so the frag- 
ile machine is whirred at top speed end- 
lessly. 

A psychologist at Clark University 
many years ago kept some sparrows in 
a large cage the wires of which were 
charged with electricity so that they 
could never alight without receiving a 
shock. Night and day they flew back 
and forth until they fell from exhaustion. 
When their brains were examined under 
the microscope the cells were seen to be 
shrunken and granular. Might that not 
be one kind of a nervous breakdown? 


It was all false, but eventually it got 
into print. Miss Lillie and Miss Waters 
in ambiguous phrases were blamed for 
their “jealousy” of Miss Powell and it 
took a dignifiedly vehement letter to the 
press from the great colored entertainer 
to slap down the buzzing insect of pol- 
sonous chatter. 

But the evil had been done. By a bitter 
irony, shortly after Eleanor had been an- 
nounced as signed for a new revue, titled, 
with unconscious significance, “Going 
Places,” she keeled over one night and 
had to retire from the cast. In a sani- 
tarium two months’ rest restored her 
health and spirits.

S this was written, Eleanor Powell 
A» returned to Broaway, but not in 

a professional capacity. She was 
seen at first nights and dining quietly 
with friends. But she did not go back 
to her old part in “At Home Abroad,” in 
which her place had been hastily and 
competently taken by Mitzi Mayfair. 

“Miss Powell’s private life,” wrote one 
unbiased commentator just before her 
breakdown, “explodes a pet theory that 
Broadway success is practically synony- 
mous with ‘high living.’ In five months 
she has gone out in public exactly five 
times. Her home-life is divided between 
answering fan letters and complete vege- 
table simplicity.” 

She was, she still is, a relatively simple 
girl, with a markedly individual gift. Her 
self-indulgences, such as they are, never 
reach the point, even of an occasional 
drink or cigarette. Her chief and con- 
sistent “dissipation” in her impassioned 
devotion to her dog, “Ruggles,” and to 
her ward, the 10-year-old daughter of a 
waiter. 

Romance has touched her lightly, if at 
all. She once was reported engaged to 
Abe Lyman, band-leader and former Chi- 
cago taxi-driver. But after he had given 
her a $4000 ring, which eventually she re- 
turned to him, sentimental Broadway gos- 
sips ceased to find in her a source of pos 
sible material. 

Something more powerful, subtler than 
ordinary stimulants—like drink, or drugs 
—drove Eleanor Powell on to precocious 
fame and its sometimes bitter aftermath; 
the human ego with its unconquerable de- 
sire to be recognized and applauded.
